BOULEVARD 


September 1992 and the class of ’96 entered the seemingly huge Abington High 





School with lots of anticipation and little direction. We were freshman and in those 


days that meant “Honor thy Seniors!” — believe it or not — a freshman really can 





fit into those four inch lockers. We were led by President Meg Hazen, Secretary 
Kellie Emanuel, Treasurer Tricia Keough, and Vice President Peter DiMartino, the 
only boy ever to hold class office. Immediately upon our entrance to the high 
school, we had something in common with the rest of the student body: fear of 
the new vice principal and disciplinarian, Ms. Wheatley-Dyson. Lunch was the 
most dreaded part of our day. Finding a seat at the rectangular tables nearest the 
exits was quite a challenge. We freshmen bolted out the door before getting tram- 
pled by the senior football players. That was back in the day when we cared about 
being late for class. 

September 1993 and the sophomore class seemed to be lost in the crowd. We 
were too old to be called newcomers, yet too young to be considered upperclass- 


men. That year, things started to change. A new swarm of young teachers invad- 





ed the school and it was obvious that A.H.S. would never be the Same. Our cClas- 


ses seemed to be interrupted daily with bomb threat evacuations, which did not 





phase us by June. On St. Patrick’s Day our class rings were delivered and we 





showed them off with pride. That year, we were led by President Meg Hazen, 
Vice President Jessica Lapides, Secretary Kellie Emanuel, and Treasurer Tricia 
Keough. 

August 1994 (who said school is Supposed to Start after Labor Day?) and we 
had finally achieved the long-awaited title of “upperclassmen”. Along with our new 
title Came a new principal, Mrs. Dowling, who introduced many changes to our 
school, including opening the Egyptian bathrooms for student use. Shortly after, 
the bomb threats were replaced with arson and the lavs were locked once again. 
This was the year when the most popular question asked was “Who has an ap- 


pointment at the registry today?” We cruised down “The Boulevard” with the music 





blaring and as many people as we could fit in Our cars. Mobil was the official 
meeting place of A.H.S. This was the life. With the new freedom of a license came 





anew sense of rebellion. Toilet papering and car wars were a nightly occurrence. 





We were led by President Meg Hazen, Vice President Regina Harris, Secretary 
Katie Allen, and Treasurer Jill Kenney. There was an abundance of fundraisers 
and activities such as the first ever Junior Class Auction, a Thanksgiving Day Raf- 
fle, and a Ski trip to Attitash. The excitement of the prom and the building of the 
castle united the individual members into the “Class of 1996”. On May 19, we held 
our Junior Prom “And When She Danced” at Lantana in Randolph. Tricia Keough 
and Peter DiMartino were selected as Prom Queen and King. We left Our Junior 
year with excitement towards our upcoming final year and the arrival of Mrs. Flah- 
erty’sS baby. 

August (again!!) 1995 meant that we were finally seniors. It was funny that being 
seniors didn't feel any different. College visits, SAT preparation, and application 
essays occupied much of our time. On October 6, Deborah and Brownie won the 
“Baby Pool” as Mrs. Flaherty delivered Katelyn Elizabeth. Lunch was no longer 
the most dreaded part of our day. Through Our years at A.H.S. we had slowly 
crossed to “the other side of the lunchroom’. We now resided at the round tables 
in the far corner near the juice machine. The Senior Girl Pizza Club had three large 
pizzas delivered every Friday and Chipwiches were the most popular item on the 
menu. School spirit ran in our blood the week of Homecoming. It began that Mon- 
day, when Coach Kelliher started the chant “Go Wave, Beat E.B.!” By Friday, the 


Senior halls were decorated and the student body was in an uproar. Jennifer Ther- 





iault and Joe Sannella were elected Homecoming Queen and King. The bath- 
rooms were opened once again, the bathrooms were vandalized, and the bath- 
rooms were closed. We were once again led by Meg, Regina, Katie, and Jill, Mr. 
Listernick replaced MS. Wheatley-Dyson as our new assistant principal. The 


“Match Boys” controversy really lit up the school. Many campaigned for the release 





of Chris and Guiseppe as they waited out their sentence at home. 

So, as we leave A.H.S., the Class of 96 will leave a mark that won't be forgotten. 
We will advance far beyond Abington High, but Our memories here will always 
be with us. 





On Friendship 


Of all the lessons I was taught in high school, | do not remember any of my teach- 
ers ever talking about the importance of friends. My parents never mentioned this 
either. I assumed my friends would be a part of my life forever. No one ever 
warned me that college or a war or Changing interests would separate me from 
my friends, or that I would make new friends that I would hold even closer to my 
heart. 


As many of you do today, I had different group of friends for different activities. 
Some of them I only saw at dances across town where we thought the guys were 
better looking. Others shared my love for Boston and were willing to take the bus 
and subway ride to get there, telling our parents we had to do our research at the 
Boston Public Library (as if the teachers had forced us to go there) when we were 
really pretending to be sophisticated city kids. My closest friends were in my Clas- 
ses, had witnessed my small successes (like learning to play tennis to get a sem- 
iformal dance date), Knew what really frightened me and what made me laugh. I 
told them my deepest secrets, never worrying about my confidences being be- 
trayed, and agonized with them over theirs. 





I remained in contact with my four closest friends through college, writing letters 
and visiting them a few times a year. We continued to share what was most im- 
portant about our lives, new experiences, new loves, our commitment to the po- 
litical and social causes that were So important to us. Without realizing that it was 
happening, though, the letters and the phone calls became less frequent. We be- 
gan journeys of our own — a new job, marriage, a baby, struggled with new is- 
sues, and slowly lost touch with one another. 





Every once in a while, a memory crosses my thoughts that reminds me of some- 
thing that happened to one of us when we were trying to figure out who we were 
and what we wanted in life. Songs on the radio can place me back arguing ve- 
hemently about what I thought was selfishness in one friend and what was really 
depression, or in front of the television in 1968, hoping another friend’s unit was 
safe on an air base in Viet Nam, or knowing another was happy with her life even 
though she was a long ay off from nursing school. I know my friends taught me 
to believe in myself, take a stand about what I believed in and kept me humble. I 
believe they remain a part of me and my life forever. 








Alexander Pope wrote in his Essay on Man, “Though wert my guide, philosopher, 
and friend.” To Paul and Jonathan and Kathy and Billy, I offer my thanks for years 
of patience, honesty and acceptance in friendships which have sustained me 
through junior high and high school and hold a special place in my adult life. To 
the Class of 1996, I hope you hold fast to the friends who have been an important 
part of your life and who will see you through the next part of your journey. Take 
care of one another.
